the estate. “She handled her money 
by checks,” he says.

This house has published a book 
recently which obviously was writ­ 
ten to order.

Days,” and its editor is (of all the 
choices!) Kay Boyle. The idea was 
to choose a year, in this case 1934. ! 
and assign each person a day and j 
an allotment of 300 words. In these 
300 words the writer was supposed 
to crystallize the spirit of what hap­ 
pened—or something like that. 
Nobody can deny that the idea is 
brilliantly original,and that done 
perfectly, the 
result 
might be a 
unique book of great 
value. 
But 
several things are wrong, the first 
of them the editor. 
Kay 
Boyle 
is

American whose gift is

catch 
and put on paper the tenuous ( mo­

reactions 
of 
occasionally 
rather precious people. 
She dot* 
this cleverly. But the job of mold­ 
ing such a book as “365 Days” is an­ 
other sort of 
job. 
She 
simply 
does not realize the 
necessity 
for 
strength and solidity nor does she 
have the eye for panoramic effect. 
And when, in her introduction, she 
writes: “If there is a thing I want 
to go back to America for, it is to 


see the lizards red as leather,” she 
proves this fact. 
Secondly, I do not believe there 
are many persons capable of saying 
what the publisher wanted them to 
say in 300 words, excepting a few 
newspaper men. 
The limit is too 
low, although longer articles would 
have made the book too long. And 
this brings us to the final point, 


which is that careful search through 
the newspaper files of the New York 
public library would have produced 
articles required, if anything

recognized them, but probably the 
publisher would.

Feat Mo 4 Helps Growth 
One may prepare a bed for m oun­ 
tain laurel; in ordinary garden soil 
by excavating the soil to a depth of 
about 18 inches and lining the bot­ 
tom of the excavation with a layer 
of soft-coal cinders 
three 
inches 
deep, which will prevent earthworm s 
from bringing up 
the 
underlying 
soil. The excavation should then be 
filled with a m ixture of one part 
sand to three parts acid leaf soil. 
Pvat moss, which is excellent to mjv 
with the sofl-to create acidity, and 
used as a mulch, 
deficient 
in 
plant food, and therefore used alone 
Is not satisfactory to growth. 
Acid leaf mold, such as is formed 
by the decay of oak leaves for two I 
or three years, is ideal. If acid le a f; 
mold is not available, it is possible J 
to make ordinary leaf-mold acid by I 
the 
use 
of 
alum inum 
su lp h a te : 
crystal 
These should be sprinkled 
over the surface of tne soil at the 
rate of about half a pound to the 
square yard, raked in and watered 
well before planting. 
W hen planting m ountain laurel it 
Is best to buy nursery stock, which 
transplants readily due to its com- j 
; pact root system. 
Wild plants, in 
their competition with other plants, 
send their roots great distances in 
search for food and water, and it Is j 
practically impossible to tra n sp la n t, 
j them without injury to the root sys- j 
I terns. 
Nursery-grown plants also 
are more compact and shapely than 
wild ones. 
Plants should always be 
purchased 
with 
a bail of earth 
■ wrapped in burlap. After planting a 
I mulch of peat moas or oak leaves 
will be found beneficial and will 
take the place of cultivation which
